| A Hubs William pat himſelf at the Head of his own

58. And Ligonier aid Wonder in the Field, and he, and his 
Men, thai fought on Foot, bore down gli before them; and ter- 
rible was the Haug luer on both Sides, $9, A.

. as well as Numbers; yet the Meaſures, and Diſpoſirions of 
William were fad ih ſuch W iſdom, and ſuch was his 
Courage, and ſo gallant were the Deeds of Ligonier ; that 
Victor muſt, at length, have declared for the Allies; has 
it not been given unto the Men of Lewis, by the 77.

S865. Who being on the left Wing, came not up to the 
firſt Attack, nor to the ſecond; yea they remained in their 
Places, and gave up William and the Hoſt, to be overpowered 
and cut off by the Multitude of their Enemies. 
66s. But the Lonp delivered William in the Day of Bat» 
tle, and the Army retired in good Order. Albeir the Soldie 
curſed F—=k, and /»>——by, and the Men of H 4. 
Sv. And there fell of the People that Day, four Thouſand 
Bri ons, and two Thouſand Hanoverians; and twelve Hun 
dred Horſes.

68, Howheitthe Loſs of the French was greater than the 
Loſs of the Allies: Nevertheleſs they remained in their Camp 
and the City is beſieged unto this Day.
